We do not hold ourselves responsible for any opinions 
expressed in this Summary; as all the notices are either 
collated from the local papers, or supplied to us by occasional 
correspondents. 

Addeestone. — The Annual Concert of the 
Choral Society took place on the 28th April, at the 
School-room, which was completely filled on the occasion. 
The various pieces were given in a manner reflecting much 
credit on the performers. The entertainment was under 
the entire direction of Mr. W. H. Sangster. Many of the 
songs were deservedly encored, and the Concert gave 
great satisfaction to the audience. 

AsnroBD.- — A Concert was given by members 
of the Mutual Improvement Society, in the Corn Ex- 
change, on Thursday, April 23rd, with a band and chorus 
of eighty, under the conductorship of Mr. Fuller. The 
programme comprised sacred and secular music. The 
choruses were sung with a vigour and precision, reflecting 
the utmost credit on the careful training of Mr. Fuller and 
the perseverance of the members; solos were also very 
effectively given by members of the Society. Altogether 
the performance was a decided success ; and the music was 
thoroughly appreciated by the audience. 

Baelaeat, Atjstbalia. — The Fourth Annual 
Report of the Ballarat Harmonic Society must be ex- 
tremely gratifying to those who have laboured so hard to 
promote the spread of good music in the Colony. It 
appears that during the year the Society has given six per- 
formances, comprising three secular, and three sacred con- 
certs; the former consisting of Handel's Samson, Haydn's 
Creation, and selections from Judas Maccabams, and the 
Messiah; the latter of lioniberg's " Lay of the Bell," the 
" Macbeth " music, selections from Acts and Galatea, the 
overtures to Zampa, Fra Viavolo, Mendelssohn's Wedding 
March, two original marches, composed by the conductor, 
Mr. A. T. Turner, several glees and madrigals, and a 
variety of miscellaneous music. Such enterprise reflects 
the utmost credit upon the Society ; and all lovers of the 
art must unite in wishing continued success and prosperity 
to so laudable an Institution. 

Bangob, Nobth Wales. — The Second Con- 
cert of the Choral Society (Season 1.867 — 8) was given at 
the Town Hall on Thursday, April 30th. The programme 
was divided into two parts, sacred and secular. Part 1 
contained selections from the Messiah, Creation, St. Paul, 
Elijah, Jre., and Part 2 was devoted to glees, part songs, 
duets, &c. The Society has made great improvement 
since it was established in November last, owing lo the 
•exertions of its conductor, Mr. A. Landergan, organist of 
St. James' Church. 

Baenes. — Me. G. H. Stevens, organist of the 
Parish Church, gave a Concert on the evening of the 12th 
ult., in the new School-Room. The programme was 
composed of sacred and secular music, the best features of 
which were, by far, the choruses. The second part was 
secular ; and included a pianoforte solo by Miss Wilcox. 
a pupil of the conductor (which was very creditably 
rendered), and Gounod's "Meditation," well played on 
the pianoforte and harmonium by Mr. B. W. Horner and 
Mr. Abbott. Mr. B. W. Horner accompanied most of the 
vocal music, and Mr. Stevens conducted. 

Barbiitgtcwt. — An Amateur Concert was given 
in the School-room on Tuesday evening, the 19th ult., by 
the Vicar and the members of the Church Choir, assisted 
by the Bev. W. Tillbrooke. The programme, which 
consisted entirely of secular music, was well selected; and 
several of the pieces were encored. 

Bedeobd.— On Tuesday Evening, the 28th 
April, the members of the Bedford Amateur Musical 
Society gave their first concert of the second season at the 
Assembly Booms, which were crowded to excess. The 
principal work selected for performance was Mozart's 



Twelfth Mass, which was rendered throughout in a man- 
ner highly creditable to all concerned. The second part 
included Bach's Third Motett, and Mendelssohn's Psalm 
" Hear my prayer," both of which were given with much 
effect. The concert was directed by Professor Diemer, 
under whose able conductorship the Society has arrived at 
its present state of efficiency. 

Biemingham. — By the permission of the Bev. 
C. T. Wilkinson, rector, an organ recital was given (by 
invitation) in St. Thomas's Church, on the 7th ult., by 
Mr. Alfred J. Sutton, organist of the church. There was 
a large and fashionable attendance. The programme in- 
cluded the following : — Christmas Offertorium (Lemmens) ; 
Concerto in G (Handel): "He rebuked the Bed Sea" 
(Handel's Israel in Egypt) ; and Overture in C (Men- 
delssohn.) The recital passed off with the greatest 
success. 

Beemen. — A Sacred Concert was given on 
Good Friday last in the Cathedral of Bremen, for the 
benefit of the Widows and Orphans of Musicians. One 
of the most interesting items in the programme was a 
Requiem in German (words selected from the Bible), com- 
posed by Johannes Brahms, and conducted by the 
composer. It was a great success, and fully realised the 
expectations of the many musicians who came from all 
parts of Germany to hear the work. Herr Joachim 
played several violin pieces with his usual success ; and 
Frau Joachim's singing was much admired. The orchestra 
consisted of about 75 instrumentalists ; and the chorus of 
about 200 hundred voices. The Cathedral was crowded 
by an audience of upwards of 3000. The success of the 
Requiem, by Brahms, was so marked that it was decided to 
repeat the Concert that day fortnight. 

Beistol.— The last Concert of the Cecilian 
Choir for the present season, took place on the 7th ult., 
in the Victoria Booms, and attracted a large audience. 
The first part was devoted to Mr. J. F. Barnett's Cantata, 
The Ancient Mariner, the principal vocalists being the 
sisters Doria, Mr. George Perren, and Mr. Lewis Thomas. 
The work was excellently given throughout, the solo parte 
being rendered with the utmost effect, and the choruses, 
by the members of the Society, being sung with com- 
mendable precision and taste. The second part was , 
devoted principally to part-songs, amongst the most 
successful of which were " The Curfew" (Henry Smart) 
and Pinsuti's " Tell me not in mournful numbers." Mr. 
George Biseley most ably presided at the pianoforte ; Mr. 
T. T. Trimnell accompanied on the concert-harmonium, 
and Mr. W. F. Trimnell conducted. 

Beixtok. — The third Amateur Concert in aid 
of the St. John's Church organ fund, was held at theAngell 
Town Institution, Gresham Road, on the 7th ult. The 
programme was varied and well chosen; and the per- 
formance appeared to afford unqualified satisfaction to a 
numerous audience. Great credit is due to the gentlemen 
of St. John's Choir, for the care and taste evinced in the 
organisation of these Concerts; and we must also call 
attention to the marked ability displayed by many of the 
performers who volunteered their services on the present 
occasion. The part-songs (conducted by Mr. J ohn Bead), 
were admirably rendered throughout ; and Miss Forster 
gained a well deserved encore for her song, "Beauty, 
sleep." Master W. H. Bamford presided at the pianoforte 
with his usual ability ; and the whole entertainment, in a 
public as well as a pecuniary sense, was completely 
successful. 

Buewash, Sussex. — The Annual May Con- 
cert by the members of the Burwash Singing-Class, took 
place on the 14th ult., under the direction of the Bev. J. 
C. Egerton, M.A. (the Rector). The principal vocalists 
were Fraulein Mehlhorn and Mr. F. A. Bridge. The 
class shows great improvement since last year ; and much 
credit is due to the members and to their conductor for so 
gratifying a result of their exertions. 
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Cantebbitey. — On the 20th April, Messrs. 
Cross and Gough (of the Cathedral choir) gave their 
annual Concert in the Music Hall before a large audience. 
The programme was of a decidedly " popular " character ; 
but contained some good part-songs, which were well 
rendered. 

Clapham. — On the evening of the 2nd ult., 
Mr. Alfred Carder, Organist of Holy Trinity Church, gave 
a musical lecture, with illustrations, at the Clapham 
Athenaeum. The lecture was entitled " The last Century 
of Music ; " and described the gradual development of the 
art, from the time of Handel to the present day. Mr. 
Carder gave a short account of the great composers who 
had influenced the progress of music, pointing out at the 
same time what were their distinguishing features. He 
then made a few critical remarks on Wagner, and the 
"Music of the future;" and concluded an instructive 
lecture by defending our national music, and advocating 
the claims of the Royal Academy of Music for public sup- 
port. The illustrations, (which were well rendered by 
Miss Frankford, Miss Cox, Miss Jenny Pratt, Mr. A. 
James, Mr. Waterson, Mr. Lawler, and a select choir) in- 
cluded some admirable examples of the various composers 
under consideration. Miss Cox sang Spohr's "Maiden 
and bird," Mr. Southgate playing the obbligato clarionet 
part on one of Evans's recently invented orchestrinas. Mr. 
Carder performed with much taste two movements from a 
pianoforte sonata of Clementi; and two movements of 
Beethoven's Sonata Pathetique. The concerted vocal 
music was well sung, especially Dr. S. Bennett's trio, 
"The Hawthorn in the Glade," and Sir H. Bishop's, 
" Now by day's retiring lamp." 

Clifton. — A reading of Sophocles' tragedy 
Antigone, by Mrs. Scott- Siddons, took place at the Victoria 
Rooms, on Friday evening, the 8th ult., and with Men- 
delssohn's music, furnished a highly intellectual treat. 
The various passages were enunciated with considerable 
emotion by Mrs. Siddons ; and the audience testified its 
approval by hearty plaudits. The chorus of male voices, 
under the direction of Mr. W. B. Curtis, was thoroughly 
satisfactory ; and Mr. Montague Worlock, who is a rising 
local vocalist, executed the bass solos in a careful manner, 
though the task which fell to his lot was not very onerous. 
AVe must not omit to state that Mr. J. Harrison presided 
at the pianoforte, and played the accompaniments cre- 
ditably. The audience was numerous, the large saloon 
being well filled. 

Coleshixl. — The Amateur Concert on 
Wednesday evening, the 20th ult., in aid of the funds 
of the Goleshill Institute, was in every respect most suc- 
cessful. The singing-class, which has been trained by 
Mr. Bennett, the organist of the parish church, deserves 
the highest credit for zeal and efficiency. The choruses 
were throughout rendered with remarkable steadiness and 
precision. There was some excellent pianoforte playing; 
and several vocal solos were also given with much effect. 

Derby.. — On the 1st ult., the Choral Union 
gave a very excellent performance of Handel's Oratorio 
Judas Maceabceus. The principal vocalists were Miss 
Helena Walker, Miss Newbound, Miss Darby (a member 
of the Union), Mr. Vernon Rigby, and Mr. R.J. Smith, all 
of whom acquitted themselves in the arduous solo music 
of the Oratorio to the utmost satisfaction of the audience. 
The chorus displayed unmistakable signs of solid improve- 
ment ; and Mr. Adlington, who has shown most unwearied 
exertion in training the choir to its present state of 
efficiency, deserves every credit for bringing this difficult 
performance to so successful an issue. The band, which 
was thoroughly efficient, was ably led by Mr. Henry 
Farmer. 

Dotee. — On the 6th ult., the members of the 
Musical Union presented their conductor with a handsome 
testimonial, consisting of a magnificent silver inkstand, 



with the following inscription : " Presented to Mr. G. H. 
Payn, by the members of the Dover Musical Union, in 
appreciation of his zealous services as their conductor, 
April, 1868." An illuminated card with the following 
address was also presented : — " We, the undersigned, 
members of the Dover Musical Union, beg Mr. G. H. 
Payn to accept the inkstand herewith presented, in testi- 
mony of our personal regard and appreciation of his 
services in the advancement of vocal music in Dover during 
the past three years." About 60 names were appended. 
Mr. Payn, in suitable terms thanked the members for the 
honour conferred on him, and said that it would ever give 
him great pleasure to forward good vocal music among 
the people. The testimonial was presented by Major 
Munn, who presided over the meeting. 

Exetee. — The first Subscription Concert of 
the Oratorio Society for the present year, took place at the 
Royal Public Rooms on the 30th April. There was a 
brilliant assemblage, every available seat being occupied. 
The choruses were rendered in a manner highly creditable 
to the members ; and the instrumental accompaniments 
were well played, although there was room for improve- 
ment. A very valuable addition was made to the orchestra 
by the introduction of a harmonium, skilfully played by 
Mr. G. W. Lyon, of Exeter. The soloists were Miss 
Sophie Foote, soprano; Mrs. Charles Michelmore, con- 
tralto; Mr. W. H. Cummings, tenor ; Mr. Drayton, bass. 
Mr. Michael Rice was the leader of the band, and Mr. 
B endle the principal violinist. Herr Ebeiiein conducted 
with his accustomed ability. 

Eeome. — Mendelssohn's Oratorio, St. Paul, 
was given on the 21st April by the members of Mr. Cox's 
singing class (60 in number). The choruses were 
rendered with much spirit ; especially " Stone him to 
death," and " Rise up, arise," the due observance of tone 
evincing the careful training the class must have received 
from their able conductor, Mr. John Davis Cox. The 
principal vocalists were Mrs. Frederick .Harrold, Miss 
Rosalie Cox, Miss Edith Cruttwell, Mrs. Bradbury, Miss 
Olive, Messrs. Frederick Harrold, Harvey, Walter Fussell, 
Trotman. Lewis, Harris, and French. The accompani- 
ments were ably performed on two pianos and a harmonium ; 
the former played by Miss Cox and Miss Harrold, and 
the latter by Mr. Harvey. It is a matter to be proud of 
that in so small a town, such an Oratorio could be so well 
given without any aid from neighbouring places. 

Glasgow. — The usual May Concert of sacred 
music, given by the Choral Union in the nave of the 
Cathedral for some years, took place on the 2nd ult., 
before a very large audience. The feature in the pro- 
gramme was Mozart's Litany in B flat, an early, but at the 
same time a wonderfully fine, specimen of the composer. 
The chorus numbered about 400 voices ; and the instru- 
mental portion of the work was intrusted to an orchestra 
including some of the best local professionals, Mr. Lam- 
beth conducting the whole. The performance of the 
Litany throughout was exceedingly creditable to all con- 
cerned. The choruses were given in a manner showing 
that good training had not been thrown away upon the 
choir, while some of the solos and concerted passages were 
far superior to the average of such amateur efforts. We 
would especially note the singing of Miss Margaretta 
Smyth, soprano, whose solos Panis Vivus (No. 2), and the 
Agnus Dei, the final number, were exceedingly meritorious. 
Of the miscellaneous selections, most admirable, both 
intrinsically and for the excellence with which they were 
given, were Mendelssohn's Psalm xliii., and the quartet 
and chorus " Lord God of Heaven and Earth," from 
Spohr's Last Judgment. 

Geeenock. — The Trustees of the Wesleyan 
Chapel, Ardgowan Street, having made arrangements for 
the introduction of a harmonium to lead the psalmody of 
the congregation, an inaugural service of sacred music 
lately took place in the Chapel. The Rev. Winterly 
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Crouch occupied the chair. Mr. Marquis Chisholm pre- 
sided at the harmonium ; and the choir consisted of eight 
voices — four gentlemen and four ladies. The service 
commenced by the singing of the psalm tune " Old Hun- 
dred," and closed with " French," in both cases the 
audience taking part. The harmonium solos consisted of 
the " Hallelujah Chorus," Handel ; " The Pastoral Sym- 
phony," Handel; several old Psalm tunes, St. Mary's, 
Creation, &c. ; and " Sound the loud timbrel," Avison ; in 
all of which Mr. Chisholm's merits as a performer were 
successfully tested. The tenor solos, " In native worth," 
and " Let my prayer enter into Thy presence," and the 
bass solo, " Nazareth," were sung by two local gentlemen 
■with much effect. The pieces given by the choir were 
" Thine, O Lord, is the greatness," " Now pray we for 
our country," "Sleepers wake," and " In Jewry is God 
known." All these were rendered in excellent style, 
especially the last, " In Jewry is God known." At the 
conclusion of the performance, a vote of thanks was 
accorded to Mr. Chisholm. 



Hanttoeth, NEAE HotOTSLOW. — On "Wed- 
nesday, the Gth ult., a Concert was given in the School 
Room by Miss C. M. Bishop, organist of the Parish 
church. The room, which was tastefully decorated, was 
crowded with a very influential and appreciative audience. 
Amongst the most successful pieces were Gounod's 
" Serenade," with pianoforte and violin accompaniment, 
sung with much feeling by Miss Andrews ; duet, con- 
certina and pianoforte, by Mrs. Eickman and Mis3 C. M. 
Bishop ; songs, " The Beacon that lights me home," 
(Mr. Bishop). " Why are you wandering " (Miss Bishop). 
" Simon the Cellarer " (Mr. Baker), and a violin solo by 
Mr. Garrett, accompanied by Mr. Rew. Mr. Dawson, 
Organist of Hampton, was the conductor; and Miss C. M. 
Bishop ably accompanied throughout, assisted by Mr. H. 
G. Rew, organist of Staines, 

Hitches'. — On the 7th ult., the St. Mary's 
Choral Association, consisting mainly of the Church Choir, 
with a few of the leading amateurs of the town, gave a 
Concert at the Town Hall, which was well attended. 
The first-part contained a selection of songs and choruses, 
amongst which were Sullivan's " O Hush thee," Calkin's 
" My Lady is so wondrous fair," and, Bishop's " .Now 
tramp o'er moss and fell." All these were given in 
highly creditable manner ; and the last, the solo of which 
was sung by one of the choir boys, was loudly re- 
demanded. The second part consisted of Mr. W. C. 
Masters' Operetta, " The Rose of Salency," a work con- 
taining chiefly choruses, interspersed with songs, and 
admirably suited to choral societies. The whole of the 
Operetta was given with much effect. The solos and reci- 
tatives were sustained by members ; and the accompani- 
ment was played on a grand pianoforte, by Broadwood. 
and a full-sized harmonium. Mr. Carling, the organist 
of the town, conducted. 

Hoesham. — On Wednesday evening, the 6th 
ult., the members of the Amateur Musical Society pre- 
sented their conductor, Mr. J. Tugwell, organist of the 
Parish church, with a very handsome ivory baton, mounted 
in silver gilt, and enclosed in a morocco case. Accom- 
panying this was a list of the names of the subscribers in a 
neat portfolio, and an illuminated address, expressing the 
thanks of the members for the great pains bestowed and 
the punctuality observed by Mr. Tugwell in all matters 
connected with the Society. The honorary secretary, 
Rev. J. A. Scott, in the name of the subscribers, with a 
few appropriate words, presented the testimonial. 

Leek. — The Amateur Musical Society opened 
its sixth Concert in the Temperance Hall on Tuesday 
evening, the 5th ult., with Haydn's Cantata " The. Spring,*" 
from his Oratorio, the Seasons, which was very fairly 
rendered, due allowance being made for the fact that the 
music was performed entirely by amateurs. Miss Smith, 
to whom the principal soprano parts were allotted, ac- 



quitted herself very satisfactorily; and Mr. Beckett sang 
the air, " With joy th' impatient husbandman," in excel- 
lent style. In the second part, which consisted of songs, 
part-songs, &c, the Society showed to greater advantage. 
The singing of Hatton's " Indian Maid," and Benedict's 
' ' Hunting Song" was highly creditable ; and the songs by 
Mrs. Carruthers, Mr. Ritchie, and Mr. Beckett, gave great 
satisfaction. The majority of the pieces in this part were 
warmly encored. Miss Wells, of Nottingham, accom- 
panied the " Spring" on the pianoforte, and played a solo 
in the second part with great taste and skill. Mr. Powell 
was conductor. The audience was not so large as at most 
of the previous Concerts of the Society. 

Liteepool. — A second Concert in aid of the 
fund for the new organ of S. Cleopas' Church, Toxteth 
Park (now building by Messrs. Gray and Davison), was 
held in Ebenezer Hall, on the 16th April. The choir of 
S. Cleopas sang a selection of part-songs with great pre- 
cision ; and a party of four gentlemen gave several glees 
in a satisfactory manner. Mr. Thompson, organist of the 
church, conducted the Concert with much ability ; and 
gave as a pianoforte solo, Ascher's " Fanfare Militaire." 
The proceeds of the two Concerts amounted respectively 

to £49 and £21. The Sixth Subscription Concert of 

the Philharmonic Society for the year 1868, took place on 
the 28th of April, and was one of great interest ; the pro- 
gramme being of an extremely varied and attractive 
character. The principal vocalists were Madame Trebelli- 
Bettini and Signor Bettini ; and their singing throughout 
the evening was highly appreciated. The principal 
instrumentalists were the brothers Willi and Louis Them, 
from Pesth, who performed with much delicacy the 
Duet Concerto of Mozart in E flat (on two pianofortes). 
They also gave a curious unisonal rendering of an " Etude," 
by Chopin, and " Marche Turque," of Beethoven, the 
remarkable feature of which was the perfect ensemble of 
the performance. The chief orchestral work was 
Beethoven's Sinfonia in A, No. 7, which was played with 
much vigour. The overtures to Der Berggeist, Spohr, and 
Zampa, Herold, also went with the spirit to which this 
orchestra usually accustoms its audience. The choral 
members of the Society sung very well two part-songs by 
G A. Macfarren, and Wallace, in addition to the " Night- 
ingale Chorus," in Solomon and "Bridal Day," from 

William Tell. -The Societa Armonica held an open 

rehearsal on the 2nd ult., at which was performed, in a 
very creditable manner, a Symphony in D by Ries, a work 
well known among amateurs. The programme also in- 
cluded the " Fest ouverture," by Nicolai, an " Adagio," 
by Mendelssohn, and the march in Athalie by the same 
composer. Two songs were contributed by Miss Fanny 
Armstrong, Mr. Armstrong being, as usual, conductor. 

Loitgsight. — On Monday evening. April 27th, 
a performance of sacred music was given in the Longsight 
Independent Chapel, the choir numbering about 30 voices. 
The first part of the programme consisted entirely of a 
selection from Judas Maccabaus. The choruses were on 
the whole well given. In the second part an anthem, 
consisting of two fugue subjects, cleverly worked out, 
composed by Mr. C. B. Grundy, the talented young 
organist of the Oxford Koad Wesleyan Chapel, was very 
well rendered. The organ playing of Mr. Lowe was 
exceedingly good. His accompaniments were judiciously 
performed throughout, that to " 0, lovely peace," being 
especially satisfactory. His rendering of the Allegretto 
movement from the Symphony to the " Hymn of Praise," 
the only organ solo in the programme, was also charac- 
terised by great taste. The performance concluded with 
the '• Hallelujah Chorus." 

Lotjth. — A very beautiful gold mounted ivory 
baton was presented by the ladies of the Louth Choral 
Society, to Mr. G. H. Porter, the respected conductor, a 
few days since, in recognition of his valuable services. 
Within a year, the Messiah has once been performed by 
this Society; and on the 23rd April, a secular Concert of 
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some of the best part-songs and madrigals was given with 
the utmost success. Haydn's Creation is now in course of 
rehearsal. 

Lydney. — The Choral Society gaye a per- 
formance of Judas Maccabceus, for the benefit of the 
National Schools, on Tuesday evening, April 21st. The 
attendance was very large, and the Concert was highly 
satisfactory. The band and chorus numbered 60 per- 
formers. The principal vocalists were Miss Clarke, Miss 
Griffiths, Miss Chalk, Mrs. Padbury, and Messrs. Hunt 
and E. Gillman. Leader of the band, Mr. E. G. Wood- 
ward. Mr. J. A. Matthews, of Cheltenham, conducted. 

Monasteeevak, Ireland. — The Philharmonic 
Society, which was established about nine months ago, gave 
its second Miscellaneous Concert on the 4th ult., before a 
large audience. The principal vocalists were Miss Kate 
Magrath, Miss N. Clancy, Miss E Wright, Mr. T. Picton, 
Mr. J. Moneypeny, Mr. C. Kearney, &c. The following 
pieces were especially well rendered : Gipsy chorus from 
Weber's Preciosa; piano solo, "Fantaisie d' Oberon," by 
Favarger(Mr. Thomas Picton) ; Glover's" Let us dance on 
the sands," duet, (Miss Clancy and Miss Wright) ; A. Sulli- 
van's " Give," (Mr. T. Picton) ; Muller's "May-day," (by the 
Society) ; and " Let Erin remember," harmonised by 
Hullah. Mr. T. Picton presided at the piano, and Mr. P. 
Geraghty at the harmonium. 

Moetlake. — A Concert was given in the 
National School Room on the 27th April, in aid of the 
fond for providing a Pianoforte for the use of the Penny 
Readings, &c. A well selected programme was given on 
the occasion. " Lily Bells " and " Truth in absence " 
were sung extremely well by Miss Almeria Edmonds ; 
and Miss Townly, Miss Wood, and Mr. Hunt were also 
very successful in their vocal solos. The pianoforte 
playing of Mr. B. W. Horner was much admired ; and in 
Sydney Smith's " Maypole Dance " he was encored. We 
cannot conclude this notice without mentioning the 
excellent way in which the choir of Barnes Church, under 
the direction of Mr. Stevens, sang several glees, madrigals. 
&c. Mr. B. W. Horner accompanied most of the vocal 
music. 

Kewpoet Pagshli. — The second Concert this 
season of the Amateur Musical Society was given in the 
Public Room on Wednesday, the 13th ult., to a very 
fashionable audience. The concerted music was rendered 
with the precision and firmness which we begin to expect 
from this Society, especially the glees, " The Christmas 
Fairies" "From Oberon in Fairy Land" and Men- 
delssohn's part-song "Farewell to the Forest;" Mrs. 
Henry Barnby, of Windsor, was the solo vocalist, and her 
singing throughout the evening was received with the 
utmost favour. In the second part Mrs. Barnby intro- 
duced a song composed by the conductor Mr. R. W. 
Pi-ingle, " The Lost Ship," an admirable ballad which she 
sang with much expression. Mrs. Barnby was well ac- 
companied in ail her songs by the conductor, Mr. Pringle. 
Mr. Charles 0. Rogers played a flute solo in the course of 
the evening, which, in spite of its great difficulty, was 
most creditably rendered. The members of the Society- 
sang all the concerted pieces without accompaniment 
(with the exception of the " Carnovale," which was ac- 
companied by Mr. B. Wilford), a fact which shews the 
solid nature of the training they have received ; and we 
have no doubt that, if they continue to progress as they 
have already done, we may look forward to the time when 
the Newport Pagnell Amateur Society will rank as a first- 
class body of singers. 

Noethalleetok.— On Tuesday, April 21st, 
two Concerts were given in the Infant School Room, by 
the Parish Choir (kindly assisted by a few friends), under 
the management of Mr. John Morland, organist and 
choirmaster of the Parish Church. The proceeds were 
devoted to the new organ fund. Several solos, duets, 
and trios were most effectively rendered by the Misses 



Middleton, Miss Wise, Miss Tinkler, the Rev. F. S. Scale, 
Mr. J. Boddy, and Mr. H. Holmes ; and the part-songs, 
and glees were given with much precision and taste. Mr. 
Morland's pianoforte solos (Andante can Variaziani, in A. 
by Mozart, and two of Mendelssohn's Luder ofme Worte) 
were exceedingly well played. He also gave a harmonium 
solo (" The Last Rose of Summer " with variations), 
which was well received. Great credit is due to Mr. 
Morland for the state of perfection to which he has 
brought his choir in such a short time. 

Oxted. — The Choir of S. Mary gave a morn- 
ing and evening Concert at the School-rooms on Tuesday, 
the 5th ult., under the direction of Mr. L. S. Palmer 
The principal vocalists were Miss Fanny Armytage, Mrs. 
J. Pawle, Miss E. Potter, Messrs. J. and W. Moir. In- 
strumentalists — Violin, Mr. A. Dawes, Violoncello, Mr. F. 
Pawle. The first-part contained airs and choruses from 
the works of Handel, Haydn, Mendelssohn, and Weber. 
The soli and chorus " Agnus Dei," and " Dona Nobis' ' 
(from Weber's Mass in G) were well sung by Miss E. 
Potter (member of the choir, and pupil of the conductor) 
and Miss Armytage. The second-part consisted of part- 
songs, solos, &c, and two solos on the violoncello well 
played by Mr. F. Pawle. There was a marked improve- 
ment in the singing of the choir. Miss Palmer presided 
at the pianoforte, and Mr. L. S. Palmer conducted. 

Paisley. — The Paisley Tonic Sol-fa Institute 
gave a rehearsal of music, in the Baptist Church, Storie- 
street, on the 15th ult., conducted by Mr. John A. Brown, 
Mr. Montague Smith presiding at the organ. The pro- 
gramme consisted of selections from Handel, Mendelssohn, 
Rossini, Haydn, Mozart, Crotch, Hans Isaac, Gounod, 
Calcott, Macfarren, &c, &c. The first-part included the 
chorale, "Sleepers Wake," a sacred song and chorus, 
" Nazareth," the air from the Creation " In native worth 
and honour clad," Handel's " Angels ever bright and fair," 
(well sung by Miss Agnes Blair), &c. The second-part 
consisted of a Cantata by G. A. Macfarren entitled " May- 
Day ;" and the third-part was miscellaneous. The effect 
of the singing was greatly enhanced by being accompanied 
with the organ, which was excellently played by Mr. 
Smith. 

Popeae. — On Tuesday evening, April 21st, 
the members of the Poplar Glee and Madrigal Union 
gave an excellent Concert at the Burdett Hall. Mr. 
Hinton, the conductor, deserves very great praise for the 
state of perfection to which he has brought his singers ; 
for we have certainly heard no choir at the East End so 
well under control. The most effective pieces were 
Mozart's " Ave Verum," Webb's " When winds breathe 
soft," and Pinsuti's " The sea hath its pearls." The 
principals — who are all members of the choir — were Miss 
Kind, and Messrs. Evans, Foulds, Curtis, Albert James, 
G. Saunders, Cubitt, and Byron. 

Ktjddingtoh. — On Sunday, the 17th ult., a 
new organ, built by Messrs. Lloyd and Dudgeon, of 
Nottingham, was opened at Ruddington Church. We 
regret that we have not space to insert the full account of 
the organ, which was forwarded to us ; but we may say 
that the instrument (which is in a Gothic deal case, 
stained and varnished) appears thoroughly satisfactory in 
every department. 

Sheitield. — On Monday, the 10th ult., a 

Concert of Sacred Music was given in Broomhill Chapel 
which was in every respect highly successful. There was 
an excellent programme, consisting chief!}- of anthems and 
choruses, rendered by a full and efficient choir, embracing 
the picked voices of the Choral Union and other Societies. 
The chief feature of attraction was in the organist, Dr. S. 
Wesley, of Gloucester Cathedral, who played two or three 
extemporaneous Voluntaries. The chorus (consisting of 
over thirty voices) was very satisfactory, considering that 
there had been no rehearsal with Dr. Wesley until within 
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an hour of the performance. On Tuesday, the 19th ult., 

a Concert took place in the Tabernacle School Room. The 
programme, consisting of concerted pieces, instrumental 
solos, glees, songs, and duets, was most excellently rendered . 
Romberg's No. 2 Symphony, well played by Messrs. 
Seddon, Scaife, Crookes, Wilde, and Stubbs, being 
especially admired. The principal vocalists were Miss 
Harrison, Mrs. House, and Mr. Kay. Mr. Stubbs ably 
accompanied, and his playing of Thalberg's " Home 
Sweet Home" was highly effective. The Concert gave 
great satisfaction, and was fairly attended. , 

Slougii. — Mr. Henry J. Vaughan gave a Con- 
cert under distinguished patronage, on Monday evening, 
the lltli ult. Mr. "Vaughan, besides taking the piano- 
forte in the quartetts, played with much effect, two solos on 
the harmonium. Mr. Vaughan was assisted in the vocal 
department by Miss Robertine Henderson (who sang two 
songs, one being encored), Miss Jenny Pratt, and Mr. 
George Hudson. Miss Holcombe performed two harp 
solos ; and also played the pianoforte part in a duo for 
harmonium and piano with Mr. Vaughan. Mr. James 
Vaughan played a solo on the violoncello, and Mr. Turner 
an '■ adagio" from a symphony, on the English concertina. 
The Concert gave great satisfaction to a large audience. 

St. Andrew's, Pife. — On Friday evening, 
the 17th April, the annual Concert of the St. Andrew's 
Amateur Choral Society was given in the Town Hall. 
The greater part of the large hall was occupied by the 
nobility and gentry connected with St. Andrew's and 
neighbourhood. The first part of the programme con- 
sisted of Professor Bennett's Pastoral Cantata, the May 
i^uecn. The work was accompanied by an efficient 
orchestra of professionals and amateurs. The solo parts 
were sustained by Mrs. Robert Mitchell as the " May 
Queen," Miss A. Farnie as " The Queen," Colonel Mon- 
crieff as " Robin Hood," and Mr. Heathcote, (organist to 
the Duke of Buccleuch) as " The Lover." The choruses 
were sung by the members of the Society. All the 
parts were most ably sustained, and the performance was 
a complete success. The second part consisted of part- 
songs, glees, duets, &c, which were given with equal 
credit to the ladies and gentlemen who took part in them. 
Mr. Salter acted as conductor in his usual able manner. 
The " National Anthem" concluded one of the best con- 
certs ever given in the Town Hall. 

Stanwell, Middlesex. — A Concert and 
Reading was given in the Free School-room on Monday, 
April 27th, the proceeds of which were applied for the 
■benefit of the Girls' School. The performance was given 
under the presidency of Sir J. Gibbons, Bart, and Mr. 
Cooper, of the Church House, by several gentlemen from 
London, who gratuitously on this, as on all occasions, 
volunteered their valuable services. The organist of the 
Parish Church, Mr. Ratcliff, assisted on one of Broad- 
wood's grand pianofortes, supplied from Windsor for the 
occasion. 

Stirling. — Mr. Brook Sampson's Concert at 
the Union Hall, on Wednesday evening, the 6th ult., was 
a most decided success in a musical point of view, although 
we regret to say that the attendance was small. The first 
part of the programme consisted of sacred music, and in- 
cluded the beautiful quartett " God is a Spirit," from Pro- 
fessor Bennett's Woman of Samfiria, which was excellently 
sung by Miss Walker, Miss Hargreaves, Mr. Topham,and 
Mr. Dodds. The second part contained a miscellaneous 
selection of vocal music, in which the above-mentioned 
singers took part with much effect, and a pianoforte 
fantasia b_v Mr. Brook Sampson, which was well rendered, 
and deservedly applauded. 

Stretton (Cheshire). — The First Concert by 
the Stretton Choir took place in the Village School-room, 
on the 4th ult. Of the ten pieces performed by the choir, 
■the most noticeable were "From Oberon," "Hail, smiling 



morn," " May day," " As it fell," and " Carnovale." Se- 
veral vocal solos were also given with much success. Mr. 
John Towers, who has had the entire organizing and 
training of the choir (the members of which three years 
ago did not know a note of music) besides conducting, 
contributed two piano solos, which were well received. 
The Concert was in every respect thoroughly successful. 

Sudbury. — A Concert was given by the 
Sudbury Amateur Musical Society on the 21st April, 
at the Town Hall, which was extremely well attended. 
The programme contained a varied selection of part-songs, 
glees, duets, &c. The Macbeth music was also given in its 
complete form, and, on the whole, was most ably rendered. 
The principal vocalists were Miss Ellen Mason, Mrs. 
Sparrow, Miss Margaretta Scott, Messrs. John Westoby, 
Sparrow, Hestor, and Orlando Steed, all of whom acquitted 
themselves to the satisfaction of the audience, Mr. Steed 
being encored in Balfe's song " Good night, beloved." 
Mozart's Sonata in D (duet) was well played on the piano- 
forte by Miss Jessie Mason and Mrs. Williams ; and Mr. 
Steed was highly effective in Stephen Heller's Wawhr- 
stunden, and Tarantelle, in A flat. The Concert was 
conducted by Mr. Orlando Steed ; and Mademoiselle Fine 
accompanied the principal pieces on the pianoforte. 

Swansea. — The Harmonic Society, which was 
only established in October last, gave an Invitation Re- 
hearsal in the Music Hall, on Tuesday evening, the 14th 
April, when a choice selection of classical music from 
Mozart, Mendelssohn, and Handel was performed, under 
the conductorship of M. Jules Allard, before a large and 
fashionable audience. This Society has made rapid pro- 
gress in the study of vocal music ; and it is in con- 
templation to add a string and brass band for the next 
session. Mr. R. B. Clyma, organist of St. James' 
Church, is the honorary aceompanyist. 

Swindon. — A pleasing incident occurred in 
connection with the Choral Society on the 5th ult. The 
Society had met for the purpose of a rehearsal, when Mr. 
VV. B. Wearing, in the name of the choir, presented Mr. 
I. Ann, the conductor, with a handsome silver mounted 
ivory baton. Mr. Wearing, in presenting the baton, 
alluded to the valuable services Mr. Ann had rendered to 
the cause of music, not only in connection with the 
Choral Society, but in the town of Swindon generally. 
Mr. Ann, in thanking Mr. Wearing, said that his efforts 
had been for a number of years directed to an improve- 
ment in the knowledge of music in the town of Swindon, 
and that he hoped to be spared many years to labour in 
the same cause. 

Tanfield. — On Monday evening, the 4th ult., 
a miscellaneous Concert was given in the Infant School- 
room by Mr. E. Burton, organist of St. Cuthbert's Church, 
Benfieldside. Mr. Burton was assisted by several amateur 
vocalists; and the programme, which was decidedly a 
popular one, afforded the utmost satisfaction to the 
audience. " The Village Choristers," and " May-day," 
were efficiently rendered by the choir ; and several solos 
and duets were also given with much success. Mr. Burton 
ably presided at the pianoforte. 

Tipton. — On Wednesday, the 13th ult., an 
amateur Concert was given in the Parish Church School- 
room, under the conductorship of Mr. Alfred J. Sutton, in 
aid of the funds of the " Tividale Cricket Club." The 
following were amongst the most attractive pieces: — "Blow 
Gentle Gales," Mrs. T. TJnderhill, Mrs. E. Tench, Messrs. 
Mallin. and J. and W. Fellows ; " Charm me to sleep," 
(a pleasing composition by Mr. Sutton) ; " I've wandered 
in dreams," Mrs. T. Underbill and Mr. W. Fellows ; 
" The moon hath raised her lamp above," Messrs. J. and 
W. Fellows, &c. Several solos were also most effectively 
rendered; and two pianoforte duets were successfully 
played. The Concert was highly satisfactory. 
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"Watford, Herts. — The Eighth and last 
Concert of the Beason was given by the Harmonic Society 
of this town on Wednesday, the 29th of April, to a 
numerous audience. The programme was divided into 
two parts, the first being devoted to Handel's Serenata, 
Ads and Galatea. Miss Soar's rendering of the soprano 
solos was highly creditable to her as an amateur; the 
tenor music was carefully sung by Mr. Hunt (of the 
Chapel Royal, Windsor), and the choruses were, on the 
whole, very well executed. The second part included a 
Cantata by Dr. G. J. Elvey, organist to Her Majesty.
